The strikers emphasized their Ameri- 
canism in}many ways. Some of them 
were in military uniform, some carried 
flgigs, and others held banners on which 
they displayed slogans.

VETERAN’ LEADS ATTACK

WEIRTON, W. Va., Oct. 7. — More 
than 150 men, declared by the police 
authorities to have been members of the 
Red Guard of Finland, were rounded up 
here today, marched to the public square 
of Weirton, forced to kneel and kiss*the 
American flag and were then driven out 
of town by police and deputies. 

Seven.of the men, suspected of, being 
the leaders of the radicals, after kissing 
the flag, were taken to the county jail, 


at New'Cumberland. Later; all but one 
were released. He is being held for in- 
vestigation by the Federal authorities. 

The raid, quietly. planned,. was. the 
outcome’of many threats that have been 
made against. foreign-born, workers and 
others employed in: steel plants here. 

A large quantity of *‘ Red’ literature 
was found in the headquarters of the 
radicals. One placard read in Finnish: 

‘*Red Christmas, 1918; Red New 
Year’s, 1919.’’ 

Another read: 

‘“*The people’s flag is red, my blood 
runs red.~ Hoist up the red flag on a 
pole and let us.HMve or die under it.” 

W. W..Hill, 2 patrolman, formerly a 
United .States marine and a veteran. of 
ChAteau-Thierry, led.the raid, and it 
was.at his command that the radicals 
were forced to Kiss the folds of ‘the 
flag: 

The raid was made’ without serious 
disorder. -The authorities of ‘Hancock 
County and Weirton ‘had: been 
tor the rendesvous of the Reds and I. W. 
W..for’ several days, following “the ap- 
pearance on the street here of written 
threats that “the -I, WwW. W. will get 
you."’ Last night the meééting place of 
the < suspected was located in a hall. 
It: wags ‘surrounded by heavily armed 
deputies and some of them entered ‘the 
place. The few men there sought to 
escape, without success, 

A search of the hall resulted in the 
finding of a.large quantity of ‘‘ Red.”’ 
Hterature—half a ton, ‘it. was said—in 
which the flag of anarchy was extolled 
and the prediction made ‘that the ex- 
tremists would rule the world. 

The deputies also found the names of 
187 men, supposed to be members of the 
organization meeting in the barn. Im- 
mediately deputies were sent out and 
most of these men were. rounded up in 
the public square. There was one fight 
after another in getting the prisoners to 
the square and after they were corralled 
there was resistance when the deputies 
gave them the option of kissing the flag 
or going ‘to jail. 

A big American flag was strung across 
the street over the heads of the prisoners 
while another flag was used for the 
kissing- Most of the tured. ‘wére 
Finns-and they ‘were told in their. native 
tongue that they must kiss the flag or 
remain ‘in custody. .- Protests came from 
many, but they were in vain. . Some 
voluntarily took hold of the flag and 
buried; their faces in it... The prisoners 
were then informed .that they 3 ca leave 
the town. 

It is said that most of the men were 
furnace workérs and that they came here 
from Woodlawn, Penn., near Pittsburgh, 
a few. days 4go.. The record of the men 
at Woodlawn is_ being investigated by 
State and Federal authorities. 

Many. of the men driven. out walked to 
Steubenville, Ohio, while others board- 
ed trains at Bast Steubenville for 
Wheeling and. Pittsburgh. 

Today’s raid was the culmination of @ 
series of events occurring since the ear- 
ly. days of the war, when each of the 
men arrested refused to purchase Lib- 
erty bonds. They were also the chief 
agitators in the present steel strike here.

Reasons for 
this belief. are’ the continual exodus of 
Croats from Fiume and SussaKk, called 
into the interior .by their fellow country- 
‘men, the calling of six Serbian classes 
to the colors and the massing of troops 
on. the: frontier. So*far no “incidents 
have happened to disturb the quiet, 
peacefulness of Fiume, but any small 
encounter. between Italians and Jugo- 
slaves may ‘be a spark that will set the 
fire ablaze.

** At the first signal of alarm, which 
will be given by the sirens of our ships 
and by bugles blown by cyclists through- 
out the town, citizens must immediate!

Witness Tells Co He Had Noth- 
ing but Hard Work in the Navy. 
Instead of a ‘“‘aoft berth” in the 

Navy, for which his friends paid $250, 

Selig Sobel, of 73 West 118th Street, 

Manhattan, testifying yesterday at the 

court martial of - Lieut. Commander 

Christopher Marsden at the, New York 

Navy Yard, Brooklyn, sald he got 

“nothing but Bard work.” Lieut. 
Marsden is charged -with accepting 
money for enrolling applicants in the 
Naval Reserve and transferring others 
to easy jobs. 

Sobel said that he was anxious to get 
into the service and had tried to enlist 
in the Marine Corps, but was turned 
down on account of his eyes. A friend 
advised him to see Louis Markowitz, in 
making arrangements with Lieut. 
Marsden and Lieut. Renoit J. Ellert 
for enrolling his friends. He testified 
that Markowitz took him to Lieut. 
Marsden, telling him to bring along his 
diamond studded gold watch which he 
valued at The witness declared 
that the defendant asked him how much 
he wanted for the watch, and at the 
‘same time remarked to the witness, 
** send me a bill.’ Markowitz here in- 
terrupted, said Sobel, saying “* Oh, 
that’s all right, I'll take care of that.” 
The witness said he handed over the 
watch to Markowitz. 

Sobel testified that after he was en- 
rolled in September last year he. learned 
that two of his friends paid $250 to 
Markowitz.

In the course 
ot his remarks to the House Appro- 
priations Committee on Saturday Sec- 
retary GLass sgid: 

The processes employed in framing 
and passing public buildings and 
river and ‘harbor bills lead to a 
great waste of the money of thé peo- 
ple. The continuance of the United 
States Government's activities where 
they are not needed, whether these 
activities be army posts, or sub-treas- 
urles, or hospitals, would. have scant 
consideration in a real business budget 
submittéd by a Finance Minister, duly 
empowered by law, and ‘managed~ 
through Congress by a single commit- 
tee under rules of limitation imposed 
by the Congress on itself. 

Secretary Giass warns the country 
that there will be a deficit of $1,000,- 
000,000 in the current fiscal year, and 
therefore, if Congress authorizes un- 
necessary drafts upon the Treasury, 
demands of any magnitude, there will 
have to be another Liberty Loan. 
With a budget system in operation 
Congress would not venture to add to 
the appropriations total asked for by 
the President, after consulting the de- 
partments, ‘a billion or two of dollars 
foreany purpose not approved by the 
sober judgment of the people. _ There 

would be much tess ‘“‘ logrolling ’’ 
and probably no ‘* raids’’ upon the 
Treasury for political reasons. If the 
present Congress is in-earnest about 
adopting a budget system, no obsta- 
cles will be put in the way of the 
passage of the Good bill, now in com- 
mittee, with any. amendments neces- 
‘sary to perfect it. The. subject has 
been discussed so much that there 
will not be an excuse for time-killing 
debate.

THE TRANSCONTINENTAL AIR 
RACES. 


The transcontinent and return army 
competition, both ways between New 
York and San Francisco, which will be 
started today, promises great achieve- 
ments in flying and.such a. test of 
various types of airplanes as was 
never made before. It is expected 
that fifty-three machines will take the 
air at Hazelhurst Field, Mineola, and 
thirty at San Francisco, and for the 
next three or four weeks there will be 
a spectacle like a migration of fabulous 
winged creatures from east to west 
and west to east for the people“ of 
the interior who have not yet.been 
madé familiar with the sciencé” of 
aviation. Speaking for the Army Air 
Service, Lieut. Col. H. M. HickAm 
shid a day or two ago: 

The principle on which we are work- 
dng ‘is that, as.a result of the war; 
the. Air Service has now centred in 
it most of the.material, experience, . 
and-personnel in’ aeronautics, and we / 
‘feel ‘that the people of the United 
States are entitled, as a salvage from 
their investment in the Air Service, to 
all the benefits of our knowledge and 
experience that can be turned to com- 
mercial advantage, Naturally, one of 
the most important things in develop- 
ing commercial aviation is to havea 
‘well-recognized and well-organized 
transcontinental route from New York 
to San Francisco. 

As Congress made an appropriation 
of nearly $1,000,000,000 for aviation 
during the-war, most-of which was 
spent, the people are entitled to a 
substantial ‘ salvage.’’ It should take 
the, form of conversion of warplanes 
te@-commiercial uses, and the Army. Air 
Service should lead the way Yn the de- 
velopment of aviation by. showing 
what; can be done with the different 
types. of machines owned by the Goy- 
ernment. In this competition, which, 
has a: double purpose; to stimulate’ in- 
terest in aeronautics’ and to save the 
Army Air Service! from neglect, only 
planes with a minimuin speed of 100 
miles an hour are to start.

A BRITISH - VICTORY. 


It was evident all through the strike 
called so peremptorily by the leaders 
of the British: National ‘Railwaymen’s 
Union that they were more than 
doubtful of their : position, afraid of 
the. public, eager for a peaceful settle- 


ment, in spite of all their threats. It 


was also evident that the other mem- 
bers of the Triple Alliance had’ no 
stomach for a sympathetic strike. The 
public’ was weary of the continuous 
exactions of the trade unions. The 
majority. of the members of those 
unions seem to have been weary of 
the rashness of some of their leaders. 
So, finally, the men got by _ negotia- 
tion with thé. Government no more 
and no less than they might have got 
without a strike. 

As that sound and. sensible. labor 
leader, Mr, Gzorcze N.. BaRNzgs, M, P., 
says: ‘‘ The fact has been demon- 
** strated that public opinion is, the 
‘* great force which ultimately. settles 
** everything.’’ While the public was 
the chief sufferer, it can hardly regret 
the strike, so great was ‘the co- 
operative’ spirit’ which it‘ brought out 
in all classes. of the community; and, 
however weak Mr. Liorp Grorag’s 
Government may have sometimes 
shown: itself, as is the manner of poll- 
ticlans, in yielding to the demands of 
labor organizations and forgetting the 
interests of the general public,” its 
forethought, the energy which it dis- 
played in dealing with the emergency, 
must give general-satisfaction to the 
British: people... The food supply of 
London-and the other cities was ade- 
quately insured. A. surprisingly suf- 
ficient motor transport service was or- 
ganized. The war has made of mill- 
ions of men who were’ nothing but 
clerks, merchants, lawyers, professors, 
accountants, .arid* what not, clever ar- 
tisans and mechanics, capable of 
doing a multitude of things with their 
hands, resourceful, equal to any 
emergency, 

The internal combustion engine and 
the old soldier, sailor, motor-trick 
driver, ambulance driver, and: so, on; 
have - probably settled the .future’ of 
railway strikes in Great Britain. What 
with the Government and thé wealth | 
of experts, who before the war were 
not experts but’ men ‘mostly helpless 
of their hands, ‘save<in sport, Great 
Britain is able to move both goods and 
passengers ata pinch, She js a dif- 
ferent, a more independent; ‘a more 
energetic country. Probably the Hot- 
hea@s among ‘the Railway. Union 
chiefs have learned their lesson, and 
are mighty glad that the strike didn’t 


go on.

THE OHIO DRY REFERENDUM. 

With only ‘one dissenting voice, the 
Ohio Supreme Court has affirmed the 
decision of lower courts of that State, 
dismissing a petition which sought to 
compel the ey, of State to re- 
fuse petitions asking for a referendum 
on the ratification of the Federal pro- 
hibition amendment by the Legislgt-' 
ture and seeking to forbid him from 
giving that referendum a place on the 
election, ballots next November. 

Some interesting questions in regard 
to the ratification of constitutional 
amendments are thus raised in Ohio. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States will have to decide them. In 
Massachusetts the anti-suffragists are 
seeking from the State Supreme Court 
a deeision that the~woman suffrage 
amendment must go before the people 
under the referendum clause of the 
State Constitution. ; 

It would seem that the method for 
ratification of constitutional amend- 
ments laid down by the Constitution 
estops reference to a referendum. Yet 
in Ohio the Supreme Court has main- 
tained,-as the Massachusetts petition- 
ers say, that *‘ the legislative power of 
‘the State is now vested not only in 
**the General Assembly, but also ‘in 
** the people by referendum, and that 
‘*a law disapproved by the referen- 
‘* dum is' not a law.’’ ‘The Constitu- 
tion does not say or affect to decide in 
what vehicle the legislative power of 
the several States lies. It is conceiv- 
able that a State might put its legis- 
lative power into a commission of one 
man or a hundred men or of the whole 
electorate. And soon. Still, since the 
Constitution affirms that an amend- 
ment shall be valid ‘‘ when ratified by 
‘*the Legislatures of three-fourths of 
** the several States,’’ it is a little dif- 
ficult for the darkened ‘‘ lay mind ’’ to 
see exactly how the referendum ap- 
plies. technically.. The question of 
principle is another thing.

Your readers may perhaps be interested in 
the following extract from a letter I have 
just received from a prominent lawyer living 
in Dublin: 

“The war has brought peace no nearer to 
Ireland, though this country enjoys a pros- 
perity’to which all belligerents and neutrals 
are strangers. Farmers and laborers alike 
have reaped harvest from the five years 
of ‘war whic @s surpassed all the dreams 
of avarice; and the war has-taken no toll 
except among the upper class and in the 
North, . comparable to its levy in other 
countries, 

Among the landlords and the peerage 
many a family has been wiped out, but they 
are probably better so, as there is no hope 
\left for them in Ireland. My generation 
numbered 26 of my brothers and sisters and 
cousins. . There are four of us left in Ire- 
land, and I don’t think that any one of our 
children will stay here, Every one who can 
go is clearing out of Ireland, as home rule, 
with its inevitable civil war or Sinn Fein 
republic, approaches.’’ 

All wise members of the British Empire, 
and all good Americans, hope and pray that 
some plan of local self-government for Ire- 
land, but within the empire, may eventually. 


be worked out. .

Mr. Deakin was Prime Minister of 
Australia from 1903 to 1908, with the ex- 
ception of a short period when the 
Labof Party was in powér in the Aus- 
tralian Federal Parllamert, in 1904. 
Defeated on a division_in November, 
1908, Mr. Deakin again assumed con- 
trol of the Federal Government in June, 
1909, at the head of a coalition of free 
traders, Le apa mee "ap and anti-Social- 
ists formed against the Labor Party. 

In 1008, as Premier, it fell to Mr. 
Deakin to welcome the American fleet 
upon its visit to Australia, and his 
eg tr of welcome, in which he hinted
